Ground  Taken  Late  Adminis- 
tration Had  No  Mandate 
From  Parliament  and  Was 
Not  Properly  Constituted

OTTAWA.  Oct.  4. — Cabinet  council 
held  a  brief  silling  late  this 
afternoon,  but  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  meeting  Premier  King  stated  he 
had  no  announcement  to  make. 

The  Prime  Minister,  however,  in 
referring  to  orders-ln-eouncll  passed 
by  the  Metghen  Government,  inti- 
mated that  the  general  attitude  of  his 
Government  was  that  the  previous 
Government  had  not  the  right  to 
enter  Into  any  agreements  ejeept 
such  aa  were  absolutely  necessary  and 
urgent,  on  the  ground  that  the  late 
administration  had  no  mandate  from 
Parliament  and  was  not  properly 
constituted.

For  this  reason.  Premier  King 
stated,  a  number  of  contracts  entered 
Into  for  public  works  had  been 
stopped.  Acts  of  fhe  Meighen  Gov- 
ernment by  way  of  order-ln-council 
and  in  connection  with  expenditures 
under  Governor-General's  warrants. 
Intimated  the  Prime  Minister,  would 
have  to  be  ratified  by  Parliament. 

The  Government,  stated  Premier 
King,  had  cancelled  n  lease  between 
the  f>epartment  of  Hallways  and 
Canals  and  certain  power  Interests, 
entered  Info  by  the  late  Conservatlre 
administration,  In  connection  with 
the  Carillon  power  project  on  the  Ot- 
tawa Blver.

LONDON.  Oct.  4  (New  York  Herald- 
Tribune  Special). — A  sixth  century 
version  of  the  story  of  the  Nativity, 
which  gives  the  narrative  In  greater 
detail  than  hitherto,  has  been  discov- 
ered in  the  Hereford  Cathedral  library 
by  Dr.  M.  R.  James.  Provost  of  Kton, 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  Biblical 
scholars. 

Dr.  Jamen  describes  it  aa  a  "new 
piece  of  the  Old  Gospel" — a  new  tell- 
ing of  the  story  of  the  Nativity  and 
of  the  shepherds  and  wise  men  from 
the  Kast— and  bellevea  It  to  be  "a  bit 
more  of  the  Gospel  of  Ht.  Petar."  A 
notable  feature  la  the  indication  of  a 
belief  that  the  child  was  not  a  human 
body  but  only  an  appearance.  "Many 
passages  are  quite  new  to  our  know- 
ledge of  the  narrative,"  the  discoverer 
says.  "The  conversations  are  fully 
recorded  and  the  description  of  the 
event  is  minute.  The  birth  of  Chrlat 
Is  described  as  having  taken  place  In 
a  cave  and  Joseph  Is  represented  as 
going  out  Into  the  market  place  of 
the  city  and  proclaiming  the  news." 

The  narrative  is  ascribed  to  James, 
son  of  Joseph  the  carpenter,  and 
declares  that  James  waa  an  eyewitness.

How  often  wit  it  said  during  the 
war,  how  often  has  it  been  said  since 
the  war.  that  ".the  world  never  ran  he 
the  same  a«atn. "  The  war  did  not 
create  a  heaven  upon  the  earth,  hut  it 
transformed  the  face  of  a  large  part 
of  the  earth;  it  altered  the  political 
map  of  Kurope;  it  amputated  parts 
from  nations  and  established  new  na- 
tions from  the  fragments;  it  trans- 
ferred world  supremacy  in  wealth,  in- 
fluence and  finance  from  an  old  hemi- 
sphere to  a  new  hemisphere. 

Before  the  war  Great  Britain 
wielded  unchallenged,  and  apparently 
without  possibility  of  being  chal- 
lenged, naval  supremacy  throughout 
the  world.  If  that  balance  of  naval 
power  has  not  been  trans'erred  from 
Great  Britain  to  the  United  States, 
the  United  States  is  spending  more 
money  than  Great  Britain  upon  naval 
construction  and  vastly  more  money 
than  Great  Britain  upon  naval  main- 
tenance. 

But  there  is  one  naval  department  in 
which  Great  Britain  still  holds  un- 
challenged and  apparently  unchal- 
lengablc  supremacy.  The  mercantile 
marine  of  Great  Briuin  is  still  the 
largest  in  the  world  and  the  shipyards 
of  Great  Britain  are  still,  notwith- 
standing the  coal  strike  and  its  effect 
upon  the  steel  industry,  building  more 
merchants  ships  than  the  shipyards  of 
any  other  nation  in  the  world.  The 
competition  of  the  government-sub- 
sidized mercantile  marine  of  the 
United  States  has  not  yet  affected 
seriously  the  business  of  Great  Bri 
tain  as  the  chief  water  transportation 
nation  of  the  world.  The  red  ensign 
is  still  the  predominating  flag  on  the 
water  highways  and  in  the  ports  of 
every  part  of  the  earth. 

But  there  may  be  troublous  times 
ahead,  as  suggested  in  an  article 
which  appeared  recently  in  The  Lon- 
don Morning  Tost,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  part; 

"Any  assistance  which  the  United 
States  navy  thinks  proper  to  render 
in  making  the  seas  safe,  not  neces- 
sarily for  democracy  but  for  the  ships 
of  all  nationalties.  will  be"  welcomed 
by  the  British  tlavy.  together  with 
which  the  American  navy  worked  with 
ao  chivalrous  and '  courteous  a  spirit 
during  the  great  war.  Moreover,  the 
British  navy  is  a  necessity  which,  at 
what  cost  soever,  must  be  maintained 
up  to  a  certain  strength;  whereas  the 
United  States  navy  may  perhaps  b«* 
regarded  in  part  as  a  work  of  superero- 
gation, and  in  that  sense  as  a  gallant 
form  of  luxury  to  which  America  is 
justly  entitled,  because  she  can  afford 
luxuries.  Indeed,  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  appropriations.  Mr. 
Madden,  lias  informed  the  president 
not  only  that  it  will  be  possible  again 
to  reduce  the  income  tax,  but  that  if 
the  payment  of  war  debts  pans  out 
the  way  it  should,  when  all  debts  are 
discharged  there  will  be  no  national 
debt  and  no  income  tax  in  the  United 
States.  In  the  meantime  Mr.  Madden 
further  announces  the  happy  news 
that  the  American  tariff  is  producing 
a  revenue  so  immense  that  in  his  view 
it  would  be  a  pity  to  lower  it.  The 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  appro- 
priations can  perceive  no  advantage 
in  opening  the  American  marketj  to 
l.urope.  thereby  putting  American 
workmen  out  of  a  job.  How  blessed 
a  condition  have  we  here  I  A  free,  in- 
dependent, self-sufficient,  protected, 
debtless,  tax-immune  republic,  into 
whose  strong  vaults  continuously 
pours  a  river  of  gold,  and  whose 
citizens  enjoy,  in  addition,  that  sense 
of  virtue  which  is  an  essential  in- 
gredient of  felicity."

TIMELY  STITCHES 


\\  e  are  told  by  one  who  does  not 
admit  that  he  is  a  very  old  timer  that 
once  upon  a  time,  and  not  such  a  vtry 
remote  time  at  that,  the  streets  of 
Victoria  were  an  offence  to  the  eyes  of 
the  beholder  Indeed  we  are  told  that 
the  dust  rising  from  the  streets  of 
Victoria  in  the  old  days  blinded  the 
eyes  of  the  beholder  during  one  sea- 
son of  the  year  and  that  the  mud  on 
the  streets  of  Victoria  during  anojher 
season  of  the  year  splashed  over  the 
boot  tops  of  the  pedestrian.  Of 
course  it  may  b«  that  one  who  does 
not  admit  that  he  is  a  very  old  tuner 
is  somewhat  exaggerative  in  his  state- 
ment of  the  case. 

The  old  timer,  etc.,  became  remm 
iscent  as  he  was  watching  the  work- 
men tearing  up  the  old  and  decadent 
wooden  blocks  on  Fort  Street  and 
then  pouring  asphalt,  hot  and  smoking, 
upon  the  permanent  concrete  founda- 
tion The  work  being  done  probably 
was  not  a  work  of  necessity.

l\  HI  PKM»KNT  OPINION  ON 
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*  RUSHING  ALONG 

Readers  of  the  newspapers  who 
have  for  any  considerable  length  of 
time  made  notes  on  the  progress  of 
human  events  will  remember  that 
public  commentators  frequently  wrote 
sceptically,  even  contemptuously, 
about  the  practical  poSbibilities  of 
aerial  navigation.  If  the  commenta- 
tors on  the  staff  of  The  Colonist 
were  not  among  the  scoffers,  they 
were  an  exception  to  the  general 
rule.  No  one  today  jeers  at  or  has 
any  doubts  about  the  practical  utility 
of  the  flying  machine. 

The  aeroplane,  although  an  Ameri- 
can invention,  is  used  on  this  conti- 
nent chiefly  fpr  the  purpose  of  trans 
porting  special  mails  and  for  per- 
forming stunts  for  the  amusement  of 
the  populace.  But  on  the  continent 
of  Europe  aerial  expresses  make 
regular  trips  between  all  the  principal 
cities.  The  flying  machine  is  so 
swift  in  flight  that  one  would  think 
there  should  be  no  necessity  for 
providing  meals  and  sleeping  accom- 
modation for  its  pasengers.  One  also 
would  think  that  the  excitement  of 
flying  through  the  air  at  a  higher 
rate  of  speed  than  the  most 
thoroughly  equipped  of  the  fowls  of 
the  air  would  preclude  thouRhts  of 
hunger  or  of  slumber.  But  the  aerial 
expresses  are  bein«  provided  with  all 
the  conveniences  usually  associated 
with  steamships  and  railway  trains 
The  traveler  in  a  hurry  can  go  to  rest 
in  his  bed  in  the  city  of  Berlin  in 
the  evening  and  wake  up  as  fresh  i-. 
a  lark — perhaps — in  England  in  the 
morning.  This  old  world  is  rushing 
along  the  path  of  ultimate  destiny  at 
a  dizzy  pace.  There  is  no  longer  a 
place  in  it  for  the  scoffer,  the  pessi- 
mist and  the  sceptic.

The  decline  of  the  political  doctrine 
of  Liberalism  has  aroused  a  long 
drawn  out  controversy  in  Britain,  and 
many  are  the  suggestions  put  forward 
as  to  how  the  faith  should  be  restored. 
Possibly  the  hope  of  the  future  for 
Liberalism  lies  in  its  redefinition  as 
standing  for  a  political  creed  based 
on  a  definite  political  philosophy.  Its 
tenets  have  been  dissipated  or  gone 
astray  through  lack  of  leadership, 
through  subserviency,  to  the  dictates 
of  minor  political  parties  and  through 
want  of  any  clear  cut  vision  as  to 
whither  its  political  faith  is  tending. 
It  has  sought  to  steal  Socialist  thun- 
der. It  has  appealed  to  prejudice  and 
cupidity.  It  has  been  a  party  of  op- 
portunism for  some  years  past,  and  it 
has  lost  the  vision  of  the  guiding  star 
which  determined  its  path  in  the 
years  that  have  passed. 

In  Britain  the  Liberal  Party  has 
been  a  decadent  force  in  politics,  and 
probably  this  is  so  because  it  has  lent 
itself  too  much  to  policies  of  State 
action  to  remedy  the  problems  of  the 
masses.  There  is  a  reaction  against 
such  policies,  and  the  Liberal  Party 
has  suffered  in  the  process.  As  it  has 
suffered  it  has  grasped  at  every  vote- 
catching  straw  and  allied  itself  with 
elements  to  which  the  essentials  of 
its  primary  faith  are  irreconcilable. 
Liberalism,  therefore,  wants  a  new 
definition  if  it  is  to  regain  its  political 
sway.  It  wants  leadership  that  is  virile 
and  attuned  to  the  times.  It  wants  to 
stand  for  something  that  is  distinct 
from  either  Conservatism  or  Social- 
ism. It  is  sadly,  indeed,  in  need  of  a 
new  platform,  one  distinct  from  the 
connivance  and  compromise  which 
has  marked  its  path  in  recent  years 
wherever  the  Liberal  faith  continues 
to  be  propounded.  *

CANADA  MAY  BENEFIT 
FROM  RURAL  CREDITS 


Major   I>.   B.    Martyn    Discusses  Sub- 
ject  lafursj    Knlglits  of  Hound 
I  j. 01.    ui  |»tnnir 

Major  D.  B.  Martyn,  vice-president 
of  the  Knights  of  the  Round  TabTe, 
at  the  weekly  dinner  gathering  of 
that  organisation  last  evening  at  the 
Kmprees  Hotel,  gave  a  very  Interest- 
ing address  upon  the  subject  of 
rural  credlta  In  Canada  leading  up  to 
the  Dominion  measure  which  may 
now  be  said  to  be  l>efore  the  Kederal 
House,  inasmuch  as  It  was  ready  for 
the  assent  of  His  Kxrellency  when 
the  House  was  dissolved  a  few 
months  ago.  The  speaker  said  that 
If  the  assurances  of  political  parties 
were  to  be  taken  at  their  face  value 
there  should  be  no  doubt  of  the  legis- 
lation being  re-enacted. 

Rural  credits,  he  pointed  out,  were 
of  Importance  in  the  country  aa 
affording  an  opportunity  to  make 
farming  attractive  and  front-abie. 
Kirnn  must  be  made  profitable  if  the 
various  other  enterprise*  In  (he  coun- 
try were  to  become  prosperous.  The 
long  term  rural  credits,  which  were 
aimed  at.  would  not,  he  said,  be  a 
cure-all  for  farm  lilt. 

The  system  of  adoption  of  which 
was  sought  was  that  of  mobilising  the 
credit  of  the  country  to  some  extent 
for  the  '.en. -tit  of  the  farmer.  If 
farming  was  made  leas  unattractive 
and  less  unprofitable  there  would  be 
an  advance,  made  In  the  object  aimed 
at. 

Origin  In  lairope 

In  tracing  the  history  of  rural 
credits  the  speaker  went  back  to  the 
days  when,  the  land  having  passed 
from  the  ownership  of  the  Crown  Into 
the  hands  of  favorites  of  the  reigning 
sovereign,  farming  waa  carried  on  by 
a  system  of  serfdom.  The  relief 
from  this  came  with  the  granting  of 
ownership  to  those  who  actually 
worked  the  land.  By  a  co-operative 
system  among  them  relief  was  af- 
forded. This  was  the  beginning  of 
the  rural  credits  system. 

In  the  year  1*1$  when  President 
Taft  sent  an  Agricultural  Credits  Com- 
mission lo  Europe  to  study  the  mat- 
ter, the  various  provinces  of  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada  had  paid  heed  to 
the  results  of  that  Investigation  and 
the  report  that  was  made  on  It. 
Modern  loans  were  shaped  on  these, 
results.

Home  weeks  ago  during  a  cold  spell 
the  wife  of  the  owner,  Ohlsl.  called 
an  old  servant  and  told  her  to  light 
the  fire  In  the  undent  fireplace,  at 
the  back  of  which  was  an  old  coat  of 
arms.  Sticks  and  logs  were  being  put 
into  place  when  one  of  them  hit  the 
coat  of  trmi,  and  as  If  by  magic  it 
sprung  open,  leaving  a  gaping  hole. 

The  servant  screamed  and  her  mis- 
tress rushed  in  to  see  what  had  hap- 
pened. She  saw  a  huge  opening  in  the 
back  of  the  flreplace.  Iter  son  with 
friends  decided  to  explore.  With 
torches  snd  rope  they  entered,  one  by 
one,  and  found  a  winding  staircase 
leading  to  the  lower  level,  n  distance 
of  eighteen  feet  down  It  was  neces- 
sary to  take  sticks,  as  the  lower 
cavern  was  full  of  snakes,  which  had 
evidently  been  there  for  many  years. 
On  u)l  stdes  were  ancient  walla  with 
fragments  of  sculpture;  on  the  floor 
were  golden  coins  and  a  human  skele- 
ton.

As  night  had  fallen  and  they  did 
not  wish  to  alarm  the  people  In  the 
section  of  the  palace  where  *T  con- 
vent of  English  nuns  has  lta  school, 
they  postponed  further  search  until 
daylight.  The  skeleton  was  taken  in 
a  sanitary  office  In  order  that  thev 
might  examine  It  carefully  and  learn 
to  what  period  it  belonged.  From  the 
lower  cavern  the  search  continued 
down  a  walled  passage  under  other 
palaces.  The  search  has  been  de- 
layed, as  It  is  necessary  to  get  per- 
mission for  the  examination  of  other 
properties  under  which  the  passage 
rung. 

Oil  Inhabitants  remember  that  In 
the  gardens  of  the  Hommarlva  Palace 
there  was  a  big  hole  which  was  sup- 
posed to  be  bottom.***.  The  legend 
surrounding  this  was  so  impressive 
that  It  was  considered  necessary  to 
cover  up  the  aperture  so  that  no  acci- 
dents should  occur.  It  Is  thought  this  . 
was  connected  with  the  fireplace  In  \ 
the  library,  and  was  a  secret  entrance 
for  those  who  did  not  wish  to  he  seen 
entering  the  house.  Those  were 
troublesome  tjmes.  and  men  found  It 
necessary  to  surround  their  move- 
ments with  a  great  deal  of  mystery. 

Noatoi  lioiiow 

Ohlsl,  the  owner  of  the  palace,  has 
thrown  light  on  the  discovery  by  ad- 
mitting that  hla  father,  after  he  had 
bought  the  house,  was  very  much  In- 
terested In  the  legends  In  the  books  in 
the  library.

Inside  wag' a 
document  In  which  the  secret  of  the 
hidden  golden  stag  was  told. 

There  was  a  coat  of  arms  with  a 
head  of  the  golden  stag,  and  under- 
neath was  the  same  coat  of  arms  that 
waa  In  the  fireplace,  while  below  was* 
a  cabalistic  algn  with  two  crossed 
bones  and  four  circles  containing  the 
legend.  "AW  Igne  per  Infera  ad  lucem  "

When  he  was  on  his  death  bed  he 
rallgd  his  son  and  handed  him  the 
box  with  the  secret  document,  telling 
him  all  he  knew  of  the  treasure  sup- 
posed to  be  hidden  under  the  palace 
This  Inscription  has  now  been  de<|. 
phered  to  mean:  from  the  fireplace. 
«b  Igne.  to  the  subterranean,  per 
Infera.  ad  lumen:  which  means  to 
enter  back  of  the  fireplace,  descend 
helow  and  continue  until  you  reach 
the  light,  which  Is  the  exit  Into  the 
garden. 

It  is  nrcessarv.  as  these  walls  are 
a  hUtorical  monument,  to  undertake 
the  aearch  together  with  a  government

-Easy 
blushers  make  good  lawyers,  diffident 
talkers  are  likely  to  be  good  dye 
makers,  while  the  man  who  follows 
sports  in  the  dally  papers  may  well 
be  the  Ideal  captain  of  Industry,  says 
an  article  in  industrial  Psychology, 
published  here. 

From  30.000  hours  of  experiment  m 
the  psychological  laboratory  of  Col- 
gate Cnlverslty.  the  author,  also  the 
magaxine's  publisher,  has  evolved  a 
new  system  of  guldeposts  to  employ- 
ment. 

Members  of  the  human  fnmily  all 
appear  as  extroverts  or  Introverts, 
with  their  capabilities  sharply  divided 
thereby  and  their  slightest  moves,  of 
face,  voice  or  body  the  clews  to  daas- 
I  ifteatlon. 

"Introverts."  explains  the  author, 
"are  characterized  by  their  emotional 
outlets  being  expressed  largely  within 
them.elves.  that  Is.  their  emotions 
are  Introverted. 

"The  extroverts,  in  contrsst.  ex- 
press their  emotional  outlets  In  ac- 
tion and  In  associating  with  others. 
They  might  be  called  men  of  action, 
while  the  Introverts  are  men  of 
thought." 

This  classification  is  not  new.  but 
the  study  of  personality,  manifesta- 
tions of  the  two  groups  Is.  and  so  Is 
the  application  of  a  "personal  In- 
ventory" chart  to  personal  work  in 
large  industries. 

By  the  system  evolved,  and  now 
being  tried  in  certain  big  companies, 
says  the  article,  every  employee  la 
dVscrlbed  by  his  Immediate  superior. 
Forty-one  personality  traits  appear 
on  the  chart  as  valid  Indications  of 
the  type.  They  Include  response  to 
praise  or  blame,  swiftness  of  reaction, 
ease  of  speech,  sense  of  humor.  In- 
terest In  clothes,  taste  In  reading, 
music  and  art.  ability  to  make  friends 
and  philosophical  views  held.' 

The  following  Interesting  conclu- 
sions are  among  those  to  emerge 
from  the  study: 

Office  clerk  are  Inclined  towards 
introversion. 

Foremen  und  executives  whose 
duties  require  handling  others  are 
distinctly  extrovert. 

Inspectors,  accountants  and  re- 
search engineers  are  In  general  In- 
trovert. 

"It  would  seem  advisable  to  pro- 
mote extrovert  bench  mechanics  to 
foremen  and  not  merely  the  best 
workers."  says  the  article.  "Inspec- 
tors, similarly,  might  heat  he  obtained 
from  Introvert  bench  mechanics." 

(haracterlatlcs  of  Introvort  are 
listed  to  Include  easy  blushing,  an 
outspoken  manner,  fluency  in  writ- 
ing but  not  In  speech,  cafe  In  dress- 
ing, eating  and  other  personal  de- 
tails, a  tendency  to  worry,  a  response 
to  prfclse.  "highbrow"  Ustes.  prefer- 
ence for  fine,  delicate  work,  extreme 
conscientiousness. 

Characteristics  of  the  extrovert  In- 
clude ready  laughter,  fluent  speech, 
care-free  disposition,  no  susceptibility 
to  flattery,  willingness  to  lend  money, 
love  of  sports,  scorn  of  the  "high- 
brow" conservative  views.  If  any.  and 
tact.

At  the  time  when  he 
reached  his  twenty-fourth  year,  after 
much  meditation  and  pondering  on 
the  course  of  life  which  he  had  been 
leading,  he  had  suddenly  abandoned 
his  old  friends  and  haunts  and  had 
embraced  a  life  of  penance  and  utter 
poverty. 

His  simple  eloquence  and  mag- 
netic, personality  had  won  for  him 
the  nucleus  a/  what  watt  to  be  the 
gre«t  Franeiwan  Order,  the  I>ean 
continued.  and  this  "poor  little 
br.rther  of  Assist."  aa  he  was  afec- 
tionately  called.  "the  keynote  of 
whoew  life  was  love  In  its  trueet  aod 
hlghert  meaning,  came  to  love  all 
creation.  animate  and  inanimate, 
and  In  hla  turn  wan  loved  by  all."

The  Dean  sketched  hrlefly  the  state 
of  affairs  prevalent  In  the  <hurch  at 
the  clone  of  the  twelfth  century*.  "It 
was  a  time  of  revolt,  of  reatleaanee* 
and  instability,  rural  exodus  waa/be- 
glnnlng.  and  a  vast  pitiable  mans  of 
unskilled  labor  formed  a  kind  of 
social  sediment.  '  Public  wornhlp  had 
become  mere  demonstrations  of 
mcanlnglenn  ceremonial,  tuid  even  the 
monasteries  had  become  "dens  of  in- 
dolence."

Planes  which,  while  not  ,.o  fast  aa  tho 
French  planee.  are  more  comfortable 
and  more  substantial 

Some  figures,  supplied  by  1,'Avenlr. 
ef  Paris,  will  Illustrate  Ihe  tremen. 
dous  progress  which  the  airplane  has 
made  in  recent  years  In  Germany. 
These  figures  apply  only  lo  the  Junk- 
ers Air  Navigation  Company  before 
ita  fusion  with  ihe  German  I.uft- 
llansa.  which  is  the  most  highly  de- 
veloped  air  organisation  In  Germany. 

In  1921  the  eleven  alrptanaa  of  thla 
companj  covored  3i«.000  Kilometers 
and  transported  3.230  persons,  In 
191*.  the  number  of  airplanes  was 
twenty -Ave.  and  they  covered  .r>3C.!sb 
kilometers  and  had  11,001  pasaengers. 
In  1933.  there  were  sixty  alrplanea 
covering  1,294. 799  kilometers  and 
tranaporteting  2i,bQ9  pasaengers.  In 
1924,  1.975. 376  kilometers  were  cov- 
ered by  seventy.elght  alrplanea 
transporting  40.291  psssengers. 
Within  four  >eara  the  covered  dla- 
tunce  had  been  multiplied  by  four, 
and  the  number  of  air  paaaenRera 
had  become  twenty  times  as  big. 

A.tlvliy  Doubled  tn  Year 

finally.  In  192f..  the  airplanes  of 
the  same  company  made  3". 000 
flights.  transporting  93,242  pus- 
senger-t.  370  tons  of  freight  and  2S0 
tons  of  correspondence,  while  cover- 
ing a  totsl  of  4.714,739  kilometers. 
The  activity  of  the  company  was  thus 
doubled  within  one  year. 

The  newspaper  published  some 
time  ago  the  list  of  the  forty-two  na- 
tional uttil  Internutiena  I  air  lines 
which  (lermany  has  organised  and 
which  she  hsa  run  sinee  April  I.  A 
Klanee  at  the  traffic  In  the  single  air 
harbor  that  at  I  rankfort.  will  ahow 
how  mightily  uMntlon  haa  preareaesd 
In  (iermany. 

Yet  Krankfori  is  by  no  means  one 
of  the  moat  important  Carman  air 
harbors  The  recent  sgreement  be- 
tween the  Ambassadora'  Onfarenee 
end  Germany  will  still  Inrreaae  the 
importance  of  each  Herman  air  port 

Hlnce  April  10  eleven  arr  llnea  start 
or  end  at  Frankfort.  Yet  this  figure 
Is  not  complete,  and  since  the  flrat  of 
May,  the  dale  of  ihe  Psrls  sarea 
nicnt.  |  creat  number  of  Herman  and 
foretan  cities  have  been  connected 
by  airline  with  the  metropolis  on  the 
Msln  Giver  Altogether  forty-thrrc 
cities  are  now  connected  with  Frank- 
fort. The  longest  line,  the  one  from 
Frankfort  to  Murn*ll|*s.  la  149  kilo- 
meters long;  thereupon  follows  the 
Mudspeat  line,  the  Clalwltr.  Hlleals. 
line  teach  about  760  k llnnieiera ) .  the 
Mslmoe.  Sweden.  line  false  Tit 
kilometers!,  the  London  line  (750 
kilometers!  and  the  Copenhagen  line 
1715  kilometers). 

The  distance  from  Frsnkfert  to 
Msreelllaa  is  covered  In  nine  hours 
and  forty-Sve  minutes,  the  dlslsnce 
from  Frankfort  to  Itudapeat  In  eight 
houra  and  tan  minutes.  One  travels 
lo  Mslmoe  In  six  hours  and  forty 
minutes,  to  London  In  sis  hours,  to 
\  lenna  In  five  hnura  and  flfty-flve 
minutes,  to  Psrls  In  lli»  hours,  to 
Merlin  4n  four  hours  and  Ihlrty-flve 
minutes,  to  l<eipcig  In  four  hours  mid 
twenty  minutes,  and  to  Munich  fn 
onl>  two  hours  Hnd  forty  minutes. 

It  la  strange  to  note  that  the 
stretch  from  Frankfort  to  Merlin  la 
ao  Jong.  The  reason  Is  that  there  Is 
no  direct  air  line  from  the  capitsl  lo 
Frankfort,  and  that  the  airplanes 
stop  at  Halle  and  at  Krftirt  flut  ex- 
perts talk  about  s  rapid  eervlc*  be- 
tween the  two  rltlba 

Among  the  International  llnea  that 
start  from  Frankfort,  there  Is  the 
line  to  Karlsruhe  and  Basle  and  a 
second  line  vis  Mannheim  and  Htnti 
gart  lo  Zurich  A  third  lino  goes  to 
Amsterdam  via  Cologne  and  Dusaci 
dorf,  with  -  .'inn  lions  toward  Brus- 
sels snd   Tyondon  at  Amsterdam, 

Tha  Government  of  the  Melrh  and 
those  of  the  various  Cermsn  elates 
give  large  aunsldlee  to  the  I,uft- 
Manaa.  or  Air  Hauae.  '  which  la  the 
truet  conalstlng  of  all  aviation  com- 
panlee. 

The  Cermsn  preaa  la  a  willing 
eervant  of  the  aviation  Induetry  and 
published  recently  the  detailed  time 
tables  of  tha  sir  traffic  for  1914,  the 
Improvements  that  are  planned  and 
tha  estenslona  that  have  hern  added 
The  German  newspapers  showed 
great  satisfaction  when  the  Parte 
sgreement  waa  adopted  because  It 
set  an  end  to  aome  nf  the  obeta.  lea 
which  the  Treaty  of  Versailles  had  !

Little  wonder  that  he  exercised  an 
extraordinary  fascination  over  those 
who  lived  with  him. 

The  Lleu'onant,  my  brcther  IMghy, 
was  his  twin,  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
his  Junior,  and  his  devoted  and  wor- 
shipping shadow.  Digby  had  all 
Michael's  qualities.  but  of  a  less 
marked  degree,  and  he  was  "easier." 
both  upon  himself  and  other  people, 
than  Michael  wns.  He  loved  fun  and 
laughter.  Jokes  and  Jollity,  and.  above 
all.  he  loved  doing  what  Michael  did. 

I  was  a  year  younger  than  these 
twins,  ami  very  much  their  obedient 
servant.

Our  maternal  aunt,  I.ady  Hrandon, 
did  more  than  her  duty  by  us,  but 
certainly  concealed  any  love  she  may 
have  felt  for  any  of  us  but  Michael 

Childless  Tierrelf.  I  think  all  the 
maternal  love  she  had  to  spare  was 
given  to  hltn  and  Claudia,  an  extra- 
ordinarily beautiful  girl  whose  origin 
was,  as  far  as  we  were  concerned, 
mysterious,  but  who  was  vaguely 
referred  to  as  a  cousin.  She  and  a 
niece  of  Aunt  Patricia,  named  Isobel 
Riv*  r>.  nlso  spent  a  good  deal  of 
their  (Iiildhoo.l  at  P.randon  Abbas, 
isobel  being.  I  think.  Imported  as  a 
playmate  and  companion  for  Claudia 
when  we  were  at  school.  She  proved 
an  excellent  playmate  and  com- 
panion for  us  also,  and.  at  nn  /early 
date,  earned  and  adorned"  the  honor- 
ary degree  and  honorable  •title  of 
Faithful  Hound. 

A  frequent  visitor.  Augustus 
Hrandon,  nephew  of  Sir  Hector 
Hrandon.  often  tame  during  our 
hoHdayw.  In  spite  of  the  discourage- 
ment of  the  permanent  name  of 
Chastly  Ctisttis  and  our  united  and 
undisguised  disapproval. 

One  could  not  love  Aucustus;  he 
was  far  loo  like  I'ncle  Hector  for  one 
thing,  and.  for  another,  he  was  too 
certain  he  was  the  heir  and  too  dis- 
posed to  presume  upon  it.  However. 
Michael  dealt  with  him  faithfully, 
neither  sparing  the  rod  nor  spoiling 
the  child. 

I  do  not  remember  the  precise 
crime  that  had  led  lo  my  trial  and 
sentence,  but  I  recollect  the  Incident 
dearly  enough,    for  two  reasons. 

One  was  that,  on  this  very  day  of 
my  fall  from  grace.  I  achieved  the 
permanent  and  Inalienable  title  and 
status  of  Stout  Fella,  when,  inverting 
the  usual  order  of  precedence,  pride 
came  after  the  fall.  The  other 
reason  was  that,  on  th.-t  evening,  we 
had  the  exciting  prlvilcKe  of  seeing 
and  handling  the  "Blue  Water."  ns  it 
is  called,  the  .great  supphlre  which 
Uncle  Hector  had  given  to  Aunt  Pa- 
tricia as  a  wedding  gift.  I  believe 
bis  great-grandfather,  "Wicked 
Rrrtndon,"  had  "acquired"  It  when 
soldering  against    Duplelx  in  India 

It  Is  about  the  lovllest  and  most 
fascinating  thing  I  have  ever  seen, 
and  it  always  affected  me  strangely. 
I  could  look  at  It  for  hours,  and  It  al- 
ways gave  me  a  curious  longing  to 
put  it  in  my  mouth,  or  crush  It  to  my 
breast,  to  hold  It  to  my  nose  like  a 
flower,  or  to  rub  It  against  my  ear. 

To  look  at  it  was,  at  one  and  the 
same  time,  most  satisfying  and  most 
tantalising,  for  one  always  longed  to 
do  more  than  merely  look— and. 
moreover,  more  than  merely  touch. 
As  well.  So  wonderful  and  beautiful 
an  object  seemed  to  demand  the 
exercise  of  all  Ave  senses.  Instead  of 
one  or  two.  for  the  full  appreciation 
of  all  the  Joy  It  could  offer. 

When  I  first  heard  the  charitable 
remark,  "Sir  Hector  Hrandon  bought 
Patricia  Rivers  with  the  Rlue  Water' 
and  now  owns  the  pair."  I  felt  that 
both  statements  were  true. 

For  what  other  reason  could  a 
woman  like  Aunt  Patricia  have  mar- 
ried I'ncle  Hector,  and  did  not  he 
still  own  the  "Blue  Water"— and  so 
retain  his  sole  claim  to  dlctlnctlon  I 

Certainly  his  wife  did  not  own  It. 
for  she  could  not  wear  it.  nor  do 
anything  elae  with  it.  She  could 
merely  look  at  it  occasionally,  like 
anybody  else.  That  was  something 
anyhow.  If  It  affected  her  ar*  It  did 
me. 

My  decree  of  S.F.  (Stout  l-'ajla  )  I 
earned  In  this  wise  (no  of  Michael  s 
favorite  and  most  thrilling  pastimes 
was  "NAVal  Kngngements."  Whfen 
this  dellKhtful  pursuit  was  in  heing.
